EFFORT ON 25 HAITIANS DEPORTED FROM CANADA, WHICH IS RE- 
FERRED TO ON PAGE 9 OF THE JULY 1976 REPORT ON HAITIAN 
EMIGRATION BY THE SUBCOMMITTEE ON IMMIGRATION, CITIZEN- 
SHIP, AND INTERNATIONAL LAW OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
JUDICIARY OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. DEPT. BELIEVES 
THAT VISIT BY D/HA/ORM OFFICER TO PORT AU PRINCE IN CON- 
NECTION WITH THESE PROBLEMS, WHICH WAS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE IN ITS REPORT, MAY BE USEFUL. EMBASSY'S 
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ASSISTANCE IS REQUESTED IN OBTAINING FROM CANADIAN EMBASSY 
IN PORT AU PRINCE A COPY OF ANY AVAILABLE REPORTS OR 
MATERIAL THE CANADIANS CAN PROVIDE REGARDING THEIR FOLLOW- 
UP EFFORT ON THE 25 HAITIANS DEPORTED FROM CANADA. ANY 
INFORMATION OBTAINED WOULD BE TREATED AS CONFIDENTIAL AND 
WOULD BE VERY HELPFUL IN PREPARATION FOR SUCH A VISIT. 

WOULD WELCOME EMBASSY'S COMMENTS ON HOW A FOLLOW-UP ON 
DEPORTEES MIGHT BEST BE ACCOMPLISHED OR BY WHOM. 

7. FYI - IN RESPONSE TO A REQUEST BY THE DEPARTMENT IN 
AUGUST, THE UN HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES HAS AGREED 
TO PROVIDE ADVISORY OPINIONS CONCERNING APPLICATIONS FOR 
ASYLUM SUBMITTED BY HAITIANS IN THE U.S. UNHCR HEAD- 
QUARTERS IS POSTING A LEGAL OFFICER TO THEIR NEW YOR OFFICE 
TO DEVELOP SUCH ADVISORY OPINIONS. HE IS EXPECTED TO 
ARRIVE IN NEW YORK NEXT WEEK AND WILL SPEND A FEW DAYS IN 
WASHINGTON CONSULTING WITH THE DEPT. CONCERNING PROCEDURES 
FOR OBTAINING UNHCR ADVISORY OPINIONS. WE WILL ENCOURAGE 
THE RESPONSIBLE UNHCR OFFICER TO VISIT HAITI AND DEVELOP
